The Strescmann - Briand 
accord. 


which was hailed as the salvation of 
Europe and as the- means of solving 
some of the vexing: economic ques- 
tions that arose out of the reparation 
problem, may be all very well from 
the European viewpoint, but it has 
struck its first snag in endeavoring to 
extend operations to American terri- 
tory. 


The department of justice has asked 


the federal court to grant an injunc- 
tion against the French government 
for the latter really owns a large part 
of the potash monopoly which sells 
fertilizer to the American farmer. The 
spectacle of the Department of Jus- 
tice asking for an injunction against 
a foreign 
government is unusual. 


Heretofore ,a tangle with a foreign 
government has been ironed out by 
diplomacy or by special trade- treaties. 


PRESENTS DIFFICULT ISSUE 
Colonel "William Donovan, assistant 


attorney general who has instituted 
the proceedings, says, however, that 
he cannot see how that the anti-trust 
law can be rigidly :" enforced . against 
Ac:?rican citizens who engage in mon- 
opolistic practices and yet permit for- 
eign

selling

The objection to foreign monopolies 


was first raised by Secretary Hoover 
who made a series of speeches arguing 
that foreign governments should not 
participate in monopolistic operations 
and that the united States would be 
compelled' to protect itself against 
such practices. The first step was the 
warning issued through the depart- 
ment of state that objection would be 
entered against the flotation of loans 
to finance foreign monopolies. Even 
this method was recognized as more or 
less futile, as the loans were floated in 
London or were indirectly involved in 
roundabout financial operations which 
did not always reveal the monopoly as 
the real borrower. 


Now, 
however, when the represen- 


tatives of the German-French monop- 
oly sought to establish a selling1 agen- 
cy on American territory, the depart- 
ment o fjustice acted promptly be- 
cause it recognized that the monopoly 
had come clearly within the American 
jurisdiction.

glad to submit to governmental regu- 
lation on this service, but this the 
"Washington government declines to -Jo 
on tho ground that it has no price fix- 
ing powers.

, Colds were the most common malady 
among Appleton school children dur- 
ing March, according to the month's 
report by Miss Mary Orblson and Miss 
Jano Barclay, school nurses.

whooping cough, six of chicken pox, 
six of measles, one of scarlet fever, 
and one of influenza. 


There were 16 children found who 


were diabetic, eight who were visited 
for correction of defects, one for skin 
conditions, two for orthopedic condi- 
tions, three for other surgical require- 
ments, and one whose defect was not 
named. Three pupils visited at home 
were not ill. Socail service attention 
was given to six children, and 11 were 
accompanied to the hospital, physi- 
cian, clinic, etc. 


There were 362 children examined 


by physicians, 28 by dentists, and 373 
by nurses during the month. Notices 
of examinations by physicians were 
sent to parents of the children. Of 
the 1,793 children 
weighed 
and 


measured; 1,492 
were 
of 
normal 


weight, 
247 were 10 per cent 
or 


more underweight and 54 were 20 per 
cent or more overweight. Fourteen 
classroom talks were given by the 
nurses, 79 school visits were made, 14 
schools visited, five individual confer- 
ences held, one pupil excluded from 
school and three cases of hernia 
found. 


Twenty-one children were found to 


be malnourished, and other defects 
were: Skin, rash, sores, etc., 11: pedi- 
culosis, two; teeth. 171; tonsils, 139; 
nasal breathing, 58; ears discharging, 
one; hearing, seven; eyes, seven; vis^ 
ion, 13; speech, 19; glands, thyroid, 47; 
and cervical, 42; posture, 19; heart, 
16; and lungs, five. 


One hundred-eight telephone calls

THE PROHIBITION DEBATE 


The debate of prohibition at Boston by 


Senator William E. Borah and Nicholas 
Murray Butler was an historic event— 
of greater importance than- most persons 
realize or than partisans of either side of 
the question are willing to admit. 
In 


this encounter, for the first time, the issue 
•was presented in clear-cut fashion, di- 
vested of all .of the subterfuge and ex- 
traneous matter with.which it is usually . 
loaded down. 
The 
debaters confined _ 


themselves strictly to the legality, moral- 
ity and propriety of" the eighteenth 
amendment , which is all that 'is involv-" 
ed in the whole question of prohibition- 
Both agreed that modification is impos- 
sible, and-after reading their arguments 
every intelligent person would have to 
subscribe to the same conclusion. 
The 


eighteenth amendment will be repealed _ 
or it will stands-Nothing else is involved. - 
It would be a good thing if citizens would 
obtain a copy of the debate and carefully 
read It, because it goes to the heart of the 
fundamental law of the United States and 
to the'Very bottom of its political founda- 
tions. It'is a worthwhile document on 
the purposes and scope of the constitu- 
tion, atui it recalls the memorable Lin- 
coln-Douglas debates before the Civil ' 
•war. \. ' 


Both sides of the' question were handl- 


ed in a masterful, dignified, clear-cut 
manner. 
Dr. Butler maintains that the 


eighteenth amendment is a violation of 
the constitution itself, that it is substan- 
•tive law and", because'it is in conflict with 
the bill ofjrightSj.has noj>lace in the con- 
stitution. He demonstrates his proposi- 
tion with greater moral than legal force, 
for over a"nd above his assertions is the 
fact that the'supreme court of the United 
States hashheld-the eighteenth-- amend- 
ment to be constitutional in all respects, 
and despite^this impressive summing up 
by that great constitutional lawyer, Elihu 
Root, in aJLnal argument before the court 
to test the validity of the amendment: 


If your honors shall find a way to uphold the 


•validity of ihta*amendment, the government of 
the United States as we have known It will have 
ceased to exist. Your honors will have found 
a legislative authority hitherto unknown to the 
constitution, and untrammeled by any of its lim- 
itations. 


Tour honors will have decided that two-thirds 


of a quorum of each house of congress, with the 
support of & majority of a quorum of the legis- 
'latures of thirty-six states, may enact any law 
relative to the life, the liberty, or the property 
of its'citizens. to the form and fabric of the gov- 
ernment, or to the bill of rights itself without re- 
course and without appeal. 


^Senator' Borah assumes that the eigh- 


teenth amendment is, as the supreme 
*t*6ur'f has decided, regular and legal. He 
•does not address himself so much to the 
impropriety of the amendment, which his 
ladversarv so deeply and convincingly 
^challenges/- Mr. Borah says a great ex- 
periment dealing with the betterment of 
{the home and of American social life is 
{under trial, and that it is entitled to a test 
*bf at least 25 years before its value can be 
Jjudged. One of the most telling points he 
Jttiakes against repeal is that r.o matter 
m-hat is undertaken for the control or reg- 
ulation of the liquor traffic, it will be dis- 
regarded and trampled down by the 
diquor interests. They do not believe in 
{submitting to the law, whatever the law 


under any circumstances, and they 


ficvcr will. There never has been any law 


>r the control or regulation of the liquor 
business that has not been violated by 
tat business. If it could not successfully 
lefy the authorities, than it sought to 
irolUc government by corrupting poli- 
tics. 


In this contention Mr. Borah has all of 
ic facts with him. The liquor traffic can- 
Sot be conducted legally or in confor- 
iancc- with law. 
It simply i\jil not 


ubmiMo it, no matter how strict or how 


jtolcrant the regulation may be. Its con- 
Stcmpl {on Jaw and its defiance of govcrsi- 
jpicnt arc not a whit different now than 
I 


before the eighteenth .amendment was 
passed. The practical question, therefore, 
is whether anything is to be gained by 
going back to conditions where the liquor 
business will control laws and politics un- 
der cover of legal right, because it is li- 
censed, or whether it should be forced 
to continue its efforts as an outlaw. Mr. 
Borah made use of this argument for all 
it was worth and it had its effect on the 
audience. 
He contended, furthermore, 


that the government can enforce the 
eighteenth amendment and it is the duty 
of the Republican party and of citizens 
in general to support enforcement. 
He 


paint'-d nullification in its true colors, and 
for what it is. Dr. Butler's rejoinder to 
this was hardly pertinent and certainly 
not sound. Defense of nullification is as 
impossible as it' is dangerous. 
On the 


whole, Mr. Borah outtalked, if he did not 
outrcason, Dr. Butler' Dr. Butler's whole 
case, as we said in the beginning, is sum- 
med up in the propriety and legality of 
the eighteenth amendment. 


Xo better presentation of the prohibi- 


tion question has been put before 
the 


American people than in this debate 
It 


is an appeal by both participants to rea- 
son :md sanity rather than to emotion and 
prejudice. If you want to know what you 
are talking about when you freely con- 
demn or uphold-the eighteenth amend- 
ment, get a copy of this debate and study 
it. You will probably see the prohibition 
question in a different light than you have 
ever seen it before.

Play theso UP. feature them, get "savants 
to give their views about them, clubs to discus 
tire-in, and presently you have a. "sulcldo wave" li 
our colleges. Most of it is the bunk, and the res 
of it is the innate desire of most people, for publicity 
If the student /today is a heavy contributor to tli 
mortality tables in this way it is only because there 
are relatively and actually so many more of him 
to contribute than at' any tune past. 


Some of us doctors and health experts, as fon< 


as the next fellow of publicity, have recently mud< 
considerable noise about the "reduction craze." V\'< 
have even pulled off a nation wide—I believe tha 
is the proper term for it—a nation wide "confer 
cnce" about the alarming situation and what 
doctors and health experts ought to do about it 
This "conference" scheme is an excellent one to 
[>ubltcity purposes—it gets good front page spac< 
for the "movement" itself, and some of us doctors 
and 
health experts understand very well how to 


grab hold of tfie movement and jret dragged ngin 
into the front page of the auful public prints. Le.si 
this sound like crying over sour grapes. I beg to 


d that I myself am always glad to grab hold o: 


anything that offers a chance to make the front 
page. This inside Dace stuff is all very well, bu 
iust the same there's a grand thrill about front page 
mention. 


For several years? prior to the conference at which 


:he nation wide campaign or whatever it is wa 
aunchcd I. too. fancied that the girls were going 
daffy about reduction and accordingly I have been 
bending backward in an earnest endeavor to dis- 
courage the evil. I mean to fijrht it out on this line 
f it alienates the affection of all the nice plump 
young women in the couuntry. No one ever has re- 
ceived and no one ever •will receive from me any 
advice, instruction or encouragement about reduc- 
ion unless I am satisfied the client or correspon- 
dent ought to reduce. 


But it strikes me. now-that the big push is on 


and some of jnv esteemed colleagues are getting 
more front page space than I really like to see com- 
ictitors get. it stf ikes me that \>ne seldom encount- 
rs in the flesh, or more correctly in the bone, these 
Ireadful wrecks that the leaders in the adult weight 
onference—every participant is a leader, of course 
—^conjure up as the dire effect of unwise reduction. 
There is no seasonable doubt that some persons do 
sacrifice their health^in the rage to reduce, espec- 
ially by the use of medicines which purport to take 
ff fat harmlessly. But with the long campaign to 
ducate people regarding the dangers in patent 
•nedicines have we materially changed the attitude 
f the nostrum addicted class? Is this present hull- 
baloo about the reduction fad any more likely to 
nfluence the dumbbells that dabble with dangerous 
reduction methods? 


So far as the teachable portion of the population 
concerned, the "reduction craze" is confined to 


onversation. Fattish folk love to talk 'about re- 
uction, but they seldom are foolish enough to do 


anything about it without proper medical attention.

Thus far there have already been sold 
more than 105.000 copies of the pamt- 
ng by Gordon Grant, and orders are 
growing daily. 


This Is an auspicious time to in- 


augurate such a sale when the craze 
or ship pictures, 
models of ships, 


hips for book ends, and for placques 
'or walls, are the mode. This is the 
period when it has been said, "no 
lome is complete without tt blup of 
some variety." 


Those fostering this method of rais- 


ng funds for restoring Old Ironsides 
lave also beea fortunate in having 
>een able to obtain for reproduction 
such a beautiful painting as that by 
Gordon Grant A former picture of 
his historic fragate was distributed 
among-the school children a year or 
o ago but it possessed no particular 
merit other than that it was a like- 
ness of the Constitution. 


This new picure, however,- has met 


with ins.tant and enthusiastic approv- 
al, and a large department store in 
Boston sold 10,000 in one 
WCCK. A 


number of large corporations have 
mrchascd these pictures in quantities 
if a thousand or more to present to 
their employees.

An- 
other interesting request reads, "as 
an ex-British naval officer I have the 
honor to enclose twenty-five cents 
for a picture of the noble vessel that 
caused us so much grief in days of 
yore." 
THE MOST FAMOUS FIGHTING 


SHIP 


The Constitution Is admittedly "the 


most famous fighting ship ever built 
and has served the United States un- 
der every President since 'Washington. 
Of course, this has not been 
ctivc 


fighting service and her last, cruise 
was made in 1S7S. when she' carried 
the United States' exhibit to the Paris 
Exposition. After that for many years 
she served as a receiving ship at 
Portsmouth, Xew Hampshire, and In 
1897 was towed to Boston for her own 


centennial. Slie has remained there 
ever since, now being used as a naval 
muieum. At one time it was proposed 
that she be uted as a target for the 
ships of the Atlantic Fleet but this 
brought forth a storm of protest and 
at that time Congress appropriated 
$100,000 for partial repair. 


AYhen 
Congress 
authorized 
the 


Navy Department to restore Old Iron- 
sides it granted no appropriation for 
doing so. It did, however, authorize 
the Secretary of the Navy to accept 
and use any' donations which might 
be offered for that purpose. Secret- 
ary AVilbur immediately placed 
the 


matter of organizing a national com- 
mittee to raise $300,000 in the hands 
of Rear 
Admiral Philip Andrews, 


Commandant of the First Nax-al Dis- 
trict, Boston. 


And then began a campaign 
for 


publicity N that swept the^ Department. 
Old records were brought forth, the 
Library of Congress was scoured, for 
every possible book and story on the 
exploits of this vessel, and those in 
charge of givnig news to correspond- 
ents vied with each other "in 
pro- 


ducing articles which might haie a 
news value. One going into the office 
with 
the 
query, 
"What's •• new"? 


would be greeted with. .1'Fine Consti- 
tution story this morning!" 


The first' suggestion 
for 
raising 


funds was that the school children 
of the country be given an opportun- 
ity to do their share in restoring the 
ship by donating their pennies, i.ick- 
cls, and dimes. In the summer of 1325 
Secretary AVilbur appealed 
to 
the 


lienevolcnt and Protective Order of 
Elks to carry the story g/i Old Iron- 
sides to the children of the nation and 
take their contribution toward- restor- 
ing the old ship. ,The Elks gladly as- 
sented and carried the story to five 
million children not only in continent- 
al United States but In Alaska, the 
Hawaiian Islands, and Porto Klco. As 
a result of their work $175,000 will be 
raised. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS OBJECT 
In the beginning the school au- 


thorities of many large cities object- 
ed to collecting money from 
the 


school children, stating that it vio- 
lated a drastic rule. Early in 1926, 
however, those of Boston, Xevr York 
Philadelphia, and scores of the cities 
of lesser size withdrew their objec- 
tions, having come to a realization 
that the United Suites Xavy was not 
sponsoring the Oid Ironsides move- 
ment merely to collect funds for her 
restoration butjjccausc they realized 
that it was a patriotic and educa- 
tional movcnicn! that would stimulate 
tiie interest of i.ic young -people in 
the history of the American Navy. 


The building of the Constitution and 


her sister ihips marked the greatest 
single advance In naval construction 
for a century and they held undis- 


puted preeminence in the frigate class 
until 1840,-Luckily for Old Ironsides 
they were built either to fight or run, 
and her ability to do the 
'tor is re- 


sponsible for the remarkab'.e length of 
service to her'credit, since on three 
separate occasions she escaped from 
British squadrons. 


The Constitution received the nick- 


name of Old Ironsides, which 
has 


clung to her. through the years, dur- 
ing the engagement with the Guer- 
riere. During the excitement of the 
battle one of the laigest shot the en- 
emy could command struck the side 
of the ship but the plank i.as so hard 
that the shot fell out and sank in the 
waters. 
The . men perceiving this 


shouted, "Her sides are made of iron! 
See the shot fall out!" 


The defeat of the Guerrtere was not 


only a victory for the United States, 
but it won a new hat for the captain 
of the Constitution. Some months be- 
fore the opening of the AVar of 1812 
Captain Dacres of the Gucrriere in a 
conversation with Captain Hull of the 
Constitution bet him that^any British 
frigate could'beat any American fri- 
gate afloat. At the end of the battle 
when Captain Dacres 
came aboard 


and offered his sword. Captain Hull 
refused it but said. "Captain, you owe 
me a hat." The British captain had 
foi gotten the incident but agreed to 
pay-the wager. 


The story of the 
Constitution 
is 


filled wit^j colorful 
incidents 
and 


.many ..are the tales which might be 
told. Further, it has always held a 
special place in the hearts of all Amer- 
icans, and most of them are anxious 
that even if'a time should ever come 
when there are" no more navies in the 
world, this vessel may be preserved 
as a memorial.

Many doubt whe- 
ther any effective means x\ ill be fount 
to «top the steady march of this dc 
structive pest that, lays waste whole 
corn fields before the grain has ha< 
a chance to ripen. 


"Th« corn borer has travelled in an 


expanding wedge as far west as In 
diana and this year will doubtless be 
in Illinois. This means that Ohio and 
Indiana, both important corn states 


not pick as many bushels ol 


corn next fall as usual. 


BORER REDUCES YIELD 


"not only will the actual devasta- 


tions of the borer reduce the yield 
but the farmers in Indiana and east- 
ern Illinois arc afraid to plant corn 
and, ar« planning to cut down their 
acreage. 


"The actual loss will reduce corn 


production in all that region to a low 
level. What is the .answer? Xoth- 
mg less, as I see it, than that 3327 
Is going to be a. corn year in those 
states where corn will mature safs'y.

"We do 
not wish to profit by their losses, fcut 
the logic of the situation is—this 
our corn year.

Armies Of Wee Bacteria 


Give Flavors To Produce 


- w — T i n y mltcs of life 


called bacteria play an important role 
in numerous Industries, from auto- 
mobile painting to pea',, canning. The 
little armies alw> arc a factor In the 
dairy industry, adding clean acid flav- 
or to cream before it is churned and 
producing clean, round holes in cheese. 


This is the conclusion of W. H 


Wright, University of "Wisconsin bac- 
teriologist, who spoke Monday night 
over the University's radio fetation 
WHA. 


The bacteria are not always benefi- 


cial, he asserted, but on the whole 
they are an aid to industrial pursuits. 


"The queer smelling substance in 


lacquer automobile paints." he said 
is produced by bacteria when they are 
put into cooked corn meal and water. 
These bacteria are quite resistant to 
heat because they can change to a 
dormant resistant condition something 
like the seeds of common plants. In 
this condition they can be heated hot 
enough to kill all other bacteria s>o 
that they alone are left.

Fox Valley Canning Company 


Makes Arrangements 
Packing Season 


for 


Hortonville—The acreage of peas o 


the Fox Valley Canning company is 
not to be so large as it was last 
spring. Tea seeding started on Mon- 
day. The company has eight vining 
stations. 
About each of these sta- 


tions, five acres of Alaska peas, an 
early variety, will be planted at once 
if the weather continues favorable 
The next day, five acres of Perfec- 
tion peas, a late variety, will be seed 
ed around each of these vining sta 
lions. The rule is five acres of the 
early variety one day and Jive acres 
of the late variety the next day, unti 
enough peas are sowed. As the Alas- 
ka peas are fit for packing 52 days

As cows 
are plant eating animals, clover, al- 
falfa and soybeans are important 
parts of their diet. But what makes 
these crops successful?

"Bacteria make possible the hemp 


fibre of the rope and the flax fibre 
from which the handkerchief is made. 
When you see and smell the fields of 
hemp and the queer hat-shaped piles 
of the long stocks in the yards of the 
mills you ask why these hemp stalks 
arc piled out of doors and often lay 
on the ground in dew and rain. The 
answer is bacteria grow on them and 
loosen the fibres so that they can be 
easily broken out and carded for string 
and rope. Flax plants are sunk under 
weights in river water so that bac- 
teria will free the fine fibres to be- 
come your best table cloth or lunch- 
con set.

He 
cuts back limbs that reach too high 
or too far from the trunk of the tree 
and thins out others where they are 
too numerous. lie removes branch- 
es growing toward the ground, and 
tries to lea/e the tree shapely with 
no part of the branching dense enough 
to exclude sun light and too open to 
prevent a good yield. 


Mr. Reimer scatters the fertilizer 


near the extremities of the root sys- 
tem so that it may be taken up by th«> 
Branching rootlets. 
He sprays his

agree to cut production 20 per cent 
they would nil be better off. in 
the 


opinion o£ 1J. If. Uibbard. agricultural 
economist at the University of Wis- 
consin. 


Such a program, however. Is hard 


to put in effect, according to Professor 
Hibbard. and as a result surpluses ex 
1st in all major lines of farming. 


In an article appearing in the cur- 


rent issue of the Wisconsin Agricul 
turist, 
the 
university 
economist 


writes of the farm surplus \n contrast 
to the balanced production of other 
industries. 


"It is of no use to argue that there 


is no surplus." he paid. "There arc 
surpluses in all major lines of farm- 
ing. There have ben such surpluses, 
and will continue to be for many 
years to come. A surplus is an amount 
so great that 
the price is brought 


down below the level at which pro 
ducers will continue to produce, or at 
least so low that they cannot produce 
without lowering their standards of 
life. In short, a surplus exists when 
the amount is so great that it cannot 
be sold at a satisfactory price. 


"At present we have a surplus of 


cotton, a surplus of corn, a surplus ol 
wheat, and a surplus of apples. You 
will ask whether or not we have 
surplus of dairy products. If we had 
had as good a fall for producing milk 
last fall as the year before we would 
surely have had a surplus. As it is, 
the price is no doubt sufficient 
to 


keep milk producers going at about 
the usual rate. 
If it went much 


higher the demand would soon fall 
off, but again it it went much higher 
the 
supply would increase 
very 


promptly and the price would, there- 
fore, drop. That is to say, the price 
could not ,co much higher without a 
reaction, unless there could be some 
•way devised to withdraw the surplus 
from the home market and dispose of 
it otherwise. 


"The surplus of corn is mainly a 


shortage of hogs, and hogs are just 
about scarce enough to bring a rea- 
sonable price. If we had hogs enough 
to eat up all the corn, it is likely that 
the hogs and corn together would 
bring about as much all told as they 
do now, but corn would be higher and 
hogs lower. There has been a lot of 
complaints during the last two years 
over the Jaw price of corn, but It has 
not come from those who have hogs 
or cows, to which the corn could be 
fed. Probably two-thirds of the corn 
growers are better off with the corn- 
hog ratio as it is. 


"We have a. surplus of wheat, and 


will export wheat every week until the 
end of the season. 
The growers of 


wheat would, of couis>e. be better oft 
if this exportable surplus could be 
s-eparatcd from the rest, leaving the 
American market scantily supplied. 


"The farmer has not yet limited 


his hours. lie works as long as he 
pleases. lie does not limit his acres, 
since he already has a farm of a 
given size and cannot let it lie idle, 
lie cannot sell part of his farm with- 
out a loss. He cannot keep a farm 
half stocked. Of course, if it could 
be done in a systematic manner he 
would be better off. In other words, 
if all farmers could agree to cut pro- 
duction 20 per cent they would all be 
better off. Such a program is hard 
to put into effect. E\ en if it could be 
done there is no control over 
the 


weather and the weather varies our 
leading crops by 25 per cent from 
normal either up or down. To pro- 
duce just the right amount is a hard 
matter."

alfalfa for hay. Mr. Van De Hei says 
sweet clover supplies more and better 
pasture that any other kind of grass 
he has tried. His cows, after they get 
used to it, like it better than other 
grasses, there is no danger of cows 
bloating and it is a great milk pro- 
ducer, lie has no trouble with sweet 
clover winter-killing, and is getting 
good stands. To obtain a good crop 
of sweet clover in a doubtful field, he 
gives 
the field a. top dressing 
of 


manure. 


FENCES CATTLE 


To get his cattle accustomed to 


sweet clover, Mr. Van De llci, fenced 
them in the field and gave them noth 
ing else for feed. For obvious rea- 
sons, they began nibbling at the sweet 
clover and soon began cropping it In 
quantities. 


Other advantages of using sweet 


clover pagture, says Mr. Van De Hei 
are that it supplies pasture through 
the seasons of the year when other 
pastures are dtied up, that it is ap> 
petizeing to cattle, that cattle do not 
travel far to fill up and that cattle in 
sweet clover pasture spend lets time 
at work and have more time for rest- 
ing than is possible in other kinds of 
pasture.

"The trouble is with the game and 


it i? useless to bay 'educate the offi- 
cials.' In the interests of good sports 
manship we want a game that can be 
officiated, hence tho recent rule. 


"The dribble causes 70 per cent of 


all the whistle blowing in a game 
the greatest criticism being that the 
game is spoiled by the frequent blasts 
from the referee's whistle. 


"Basketball is not a game of serious 


accidents but those which do occur 
are usually caused by yanking a man 
on the floor after he crashes through 
toward the basket, the culmination of 
tho dribble. 
Broken legs have been 


caused by fouling men in the act of 
dribbling. 


"Finally, the question arises as to 


whether the game can be played with- 
out the dribble. Without a. question, 
skilled coaches can teach their teams 
to go up and down the floor without 
the use of the dribble and it will make 
a prettier game. 


"Teams with little skill will be. in 


trouble for awhile and the coaches 
who turn men loose on the floor and 
do little else will be out of a job. The 
coaches will have to lay out plays 
and perfect team play. The first part 
of next season there will be much 
criticism. By January the ball game 
will be on the upgrade and by March 
there wilj'bc a strong majority in fa- 
vor of the new type. After two years 
you won't be able to get the dribble 
back."
